2. Installing the Mouse Hardware 

2-1 . Install the USB Connector of the Receiver into the USB port of the PC. (note - 
PC power may remain on). 

2-2. Select the Channel and Insert the Batteries into the mouse 

The location of the channel switch is inside the battery compartment. Select 

Channel " 1 " or "2" . Put the batteries into the battery case according to the polarity 

signs on the device. Select the same channel on the receiver as selected on the 

mouse. 

2-3. Link the Mouse with the Receiver 

1) The LED indicator on the receiver should now be lit. 

2) Press the ID Link Button on the receiver and the LED indicator will blink. 
The receiver is ready to automatically link with the mouse. 

3) Press the ID Link Button on the back of the mouse and the LED indicator 
on the receiver will blink quickly. The indicator will stay lit while 
successfully finishing the linkage. 

4) The LED indicator will blink while you move the mouse. 

5) If you need to re-link the mouse for any reason or after changing the 
mouse batteries, repeat the steps above. 

6) If you experience interference on the selected channel please change the 
Link ID by repeating the steps above or select the other channel.

3-2. Installation

4) A Mouse Setting icon will appear in the Windows tool bar after you 
successfully finish the installation.

4. Charging the Mouse 

1. Connect the mouse to the DC end of the USB to DC Cable. 

2. Connect the USB end to the computers USB port. 

3. The mouse is now charging.

5. Battery and Charging Notice 

1) First time users, please charge the batteries 6 to 8 hours prior to use. 

2) The LED indicator or the scroll wheel on the mouse will light when the mouse 
battery is low. When this occurs change/ recharge the batteries immediately. 

3) To conserve battery life, the mouse is equipped with a sleep mode. The 
mouse will enter sleep mode after lOminutes of consecutive non-use. Press any 
button to wake up the mouse from this mode. 

4) When you are storing the mouse, remove the batteries to conserve battery life. 
If the batteries are left in and the mouse button gets bumped, the mouse will 
activate and lose battery life.
